STANLEY “M. POWELL TELLS 
FARM BUREAU MEMBERS 
WHAT IS: NOW PENDING.

Legislative -developments and is- 
sues which. will -be'up for. decision 
when. Michigan’s lawmakers. assemble 
for their next-session were outlined, 
in a very interesting and informative 
address’ given Monday evening May 
81st,. at Ellsworth Community Hall,

Tracing the tax burden of _Mich- 
igan farmers over the past quarter of 
a century or more, M. ‘Powell showed 
how legislation promoted by the Farm 
Bureau had greatly reduced the tax 
burden on Michigan ‘farmers below 
what it had been prior to 1982 al- 
though ‘governmental .services _ and 
costs have been constantly expanding. 
He emphasized, however, that farm 
folks.and other . property. owners 
should not take all. of these develop- 
ments too:much for granted and as- 


sume that we would always be en- 


joying the benefits of them. 
Yo illustrate what he had in mind 


Mr. Powell. reviewed the various at-|: 


tacks which have been ard are now 
being made against the 15-mill tax 
limitation. At the present time the. 
Michigan Education Association is 
promoting a coristittutional amend-.

From the farmers’ point of 
view ‘it. is difficult to conceive of any 
new tax which would not involve a 
heavy’ direct or indirect “burden on 
rural’ families... 

DIVERSION REPEAL-IS AN ISSUE, 
Mr. ‘Powell pointed out.that a pro- 
posal to repeal the sales tax diversion 
amendment will appear. on the No- 
vember 1948 election ballot. He 
quoted a resolution adopted at the 
last annual convention of the Mich- 
igan Farm Bureau which concluded 
with these words: “We earnestly ad- 
vocate the repeal of this amendment 
so that the Legislature would be free 
to appropriate sales tax revenues to 
governmental units and for. various 
functions and services in. proportion

Suckers New 
Industry for Charlevoix 


First large-scale. fish 
operations in ‘the history. of Mich- 
igan’s commercial, fisheries is sche- 
duled for. Charlevoix, and the product 
is something. new in the Michigan 
commercial fishing industry—smok- 
ed, canned, suckery,-or mullet. 

George. LaBlance, Jr, himself a 
commercial fisherman, is. now ‘con- 
str" ‘acting the canning. plant in which 
he will pack the new. product in 
quantity. The canned muilet is. being 
‘compared to salmon. and tuna. La- 
Blance developed the present patent- 
ed process. for preparing’ the fish 
after two. years of experimentation 
and correspondence with canning 
compapies and fisheries. authorities: 
in. Michigan andthe nation.: 


|. . According to: conservation depart. 
ment. records, Michigan commercial 
fisherman have. been producing two 


to three. million pounds of suckers 


annually for the fresh fish.market, - 
and the fishery i is believed capable of 
some expansion. .

What the Jews of Israel] lacked in 
armed: strength to: resist Arab: at-

~had rade up in shrewd diplomacy. 

It was just possible ‘that. the deci- 
sive blow of the. Palestine war was 
struck when Israel, foreseeing mili- 
tary defeat, agreed. to order its 


| army to cease fire on all Palestine 


fronts if the Arabs would do the 
same. 

That developmient; " which took 
‘place as the battle for’ Jerusalem 
entered its sixth day in an unholy 

atmosphere. of rattling guns, burst- 
ing shell and violent death, made 
the most favorable impression pos- 
sible m the. United Nations. 

“Thus having the onus of prolong- 
ing the Palestine fighting shifted 
suddenly to their shoulders. alone, 
the Arabs were put on the. spot in 
the U. N. and in world. public opin- 
ion. 

It was'a-clever diplomatic maneu- 
ver on the part of the Jews but, 

at least at the outset of this new 
line of circumstances, the Arabs 
were having none of it.. They reiter- 
ated their determination to wrest 
all Palestine . from control of the 
Jews, 

Actually, all the Jews had. done 
was to issue a surprise cease fire 
order in compliance with a U. N. 
security council request that the 
fighting be brought to a halt. 
Neither the security council yor 
anyone. else had expected the re- 
quest to be observed. 


But that. put it. up to the Arabs 


who, faced with a deadline set by 
the U. N.,. were: having trouble de- 
eiding whether or not to cease fire. 

If. they stopped fighting now they 
would have done so without attain- 
ing their prime objective — the re- 
voking of Israel’s claim to sov- 
ereign. statehood. If they continued 
the war beyond the deadline they 
would be laying themselves open to 
possible security council sanctions 
of the econornic variety.
